Want Lew Cruiser Tonnage. 

However much the Japanese and 
American may be divided on some 
points, they are united on insisting 
upon what they deem a reasonably 
low total tonnace of cruisers as e¢s- 
sential to any treaty of limitatioa of 


armaments. 

The situation is described by most 
of the delegates as far from hopeless, 
but with all admitting ti.t within,a 
few days the conference must be ad- 
journed or reach a basis of d‘scussion 
for total cruiser tonnage, which would 
hold forth some chance of success. 

Size of Cruisers. 

Once this basis of discussion is 
reached the delegates must take under 
consideration such important quc:- 
tions of details as the size of 
eruisers, under the 100,000-ton maxi- 
mum fixed at Washington, and the 
size of the guns to be mounted on 
these. The problem for the British 
appears to be that of whether they 
can forego their projected program in 
cruiser building, and thus reduce their 
estimates for cruiser strength under 
the projected treaty to something be- 
low 400,000 tons in an effort to meet 
the Japanese, who would like to <ee 
the cruiser strength of Great Britain 
and the United States limited to 300.- 
000 tons each. 

The general atmosphere of the con- 
ference tonight is that all the delega- 
tions are disposed te make conces- 
sions regarding details. Despite a 
decided lessening of the tension, which 
is evident, there is no assurance felt 
whatsoever at this moment that the 
conference will succeed.

Unfair Competition Claimed. 

“Before the war there was a sporad- 
ie operation of jitneys in Atianta.

“The city, after getting our peti- 
tions, wanted engineering advice and 
selected, themselves, the Beeler organi- 
zation, the company to pay the cost.

“Service Will Suffer.” 

“If we fail in this application for 

an adjustment of rates, the service 
surely will suffer, as all expenditures 
for improvements must stop and there- 
fore there will be no continuation of 
improvements. The railroad will need 
approximately one and one-half mil- 
lion dollars every year in order to 
keep up the property. This money will 
cost us 7 per cent and in order io 
obtain it and pay interest charges our 
rates must be adjusted.

PARLEY SUCCESS — 
UP TO ENGLAND 


Even the 400,000 ton figure was 
held to add to the difficulties of the 
conference in one respect for, as Am- 
bassador Gibson pointed out in his 
speech last Thursday, the number of 
10,000 ton cruisers which the Wash- 
ington government would feel it nec-

Since it is impossible to enumerate 
all the names which cannot be used 
the law leaves this to the judgment 
of the local municipal authorities, In 
case of difference of view between the 
authorities and the parents, the latter 
may have recourse to the court of ap- 


peal. 

The law also would prohibit nami 
illegitimate children or foundlings after 
illustrious families.

'Wright’s Plans To Sim- 


plify Criminal Laws and 
Education System Ap- 
proved by Hardman. 


Two plans embodied in bills intro-

“It would be hard to conceive of two 
commissions which would face >ossi- 
bilities of more far-reaching results 
for the improvement of’ conditions in 
Georgia at present than these two pro- 
posed bodies,” Governor Hardman de- 
clared, 

Referring to Representative Wright's 
bill creating a commission of five mon 
to conduct an intensive study of the 
criminal laws of the state with a view 
toward simplifying and strengthoning 
these laws, Governor Hardman said 
this plan would put a stop, once and 
for all, to the present hodge-podge, 
patchwork system of creating crimina! 
statutes, 

More Necessary. 

“This commission is all the more 
necessary since we now have sessions 
of the legislature every two years in- 
stead of annually as has been the 


law,” Governor Hardman said. “Crim- 
inal statutes are rushed thfough the 
legislature without receiving the care 
that should be devoted to them. In 


‘many instances they are imperfectly 


In many other cases they are 
vague. In still other cases they are 
contradictory. Such laws in the hands 
of the average defense lawyer in a 
criminal case simply mean that this 
lawyer, if he desires, can find hun-

CITY WAGE SCALE 


ORDINANCE VOIDED, 


Supreme Court Rules 
City Cannot Adopt Fixed 


- Wage Scale for Public 


Works. 


No city in Georgia has a right to 
adopt a-fixed scale of wages for pub- 
li: works, according to a decision of 
the state supreme court Saturday, 
which had the effect of voiding an or- 
dinance passed last August by city 
council. 

Under the ruling the fixed scale 
ec n not be effective and will not be 
applicable to administration of tunds 
provided in the recent $8,000,000 bond 
issues for public improvements. 

Suit was entered by William Wilson 
and Arthur K. Adams, representing the 
industrial branch of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce. The ruling of 
the supreme court was that Fulton 
Superior court erred in refusing to 


grant an injunction demanded by local 
contractors to restrain the city from 
enforcing the ordinace. 

Justice James K, Hines dissented 
from the opinion of other members of 
the court, holding that the city has 
the authority to puss and enforce such 
an ordinance, 

Contractors who attacked the meas- 
ure contended it was uff™pnstitutional, 
denying them the right of freedom of 
— and equal protection of the 
aw. 

“Such an ordinance by the city of 
Atlanta,” the higher court said, “is 
ultra vires and illegal, because it 
tends to encourage monopoly and de- 
feat competition and also tends to put 
a heavier burden upon the Copearers 
than they would have to bear if free 
competition were allowed.” All con- 
tracts made in pursuance of this ordi- 
nance are also void, the court de- 
clared.

He has established the lira at 18.5 
to the dollar. But another such vie 
tory is likely to prove a disaster. 

Premier Mussolini met with opposi- 
tion from his closest advisers when 
the program of revaluation was 
broached. They reiterated the advice 
given to [Il Duce by Benjamin Strong. 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York; Governor Montagu Nocman, ot 
the Bank of England, and Chancellor 
Winston Churchil]l. that the lira shouid 
be stabilized at the figure for whica 
the country was organized—25 to the 
dollar. Count Volpi, the Itaiian fi. 
nance minister, sided with the bankers. 

Bet when Premier Mussolini de- 
clared that for political purooses part 
ly and also because Italy chiefly was 
an importing country, the .ira must 
he brought to a higher value, Coun? 
Volpi loyally stuck to his post and 
carried through what he krew would 
be disastrous for Italian industry. 

Battle Begins. 

The first part of the battie—bring- 
ing the lira trom around 30 to the 
collar to 18, was easy.

Open New Radio Department a Machine Cleans 


Eggs With Sand 
Reducing, Loses 


The prokiian of cleaning eggs to a 
spotlessiess acceptable to a particu- 
ae publi¢ nas been solved by Harry 

Kennedy, of Berkeley. Calif. who 
se invented a machine which, by 
means of compressed air, subjects the 
eggs to a sand-blast. It has ween 
found, paradoxically, that this method 
reduces the breakage, in comparison 
with hand washing. 

In the Kennedy egg cleaning ma- 
chine a long horizontal conveyor, con- 
sisting of rubber-covered rolls, is so 
arranged that, by its forward motiota. 
}the rolls.are caused to rotate. Eggs 
are placed on the rolls which are so 
spaced as to prevent the eggs from 
falling through and are of such di- 
ameter as to keep adjacent eggs from 
touching one another. The motion of 
the-rolls causes the eggs to rotate as 
they move from one end of the con- 
veyor to the other. 

Sand-blast nozzles are placed over 


of the conveyor. ‘The nozzles receive 
the sand and compressed air, the lat- 
ter causing the sand to strike the eggs 
with considerable velocity. After ex- 
pending its energy, the sand passes 
dowa throug the conveyor rolls to 
a hopper and is then elevated and 
subsequently return to the nozzles.

Most housewives do not serve stews | 
and other boiled dishes to their -am- | 
les in sufficient quantity during the | 
summer months. This is chiefly be- 
cause they try to avoid all lengthy 
cookery. Yet this is not at all neces- 
sary when one has an electric range 
or a fireless cooker. for they can 
make such dishes without being tied 
to the house while the cogking ‘is in 
progress and without heating up the 
entire place. The following recipes 
for light stews we have found very 
delicious. 

Ham-Vegetable Stew. 

To make ham-vegetable stew take 
one pound of ham or less quantity 1 
the family is small—cut it into one- 
inch dice. Place in a casserole dish 
with one puund of tiny onions, one 
bunch of diced carrots, one bayleaf 
and a clove or two. Season with salt, 
pepper and paprika to taste. Aezt 
the electric range oven or cooker to 
450 degrees F., put in the stew and 
continue the temperature for one-half 
hour. Then switch off the electric 
eurrent altogether and let the ‘tew 
finish cooking in the stored heat, It 
should take no longer than one and 
one-half hours.

There is a simple old adage that |

gressman Charles R. Crisp, a mem-| 
ber of the ways and means commit: | 
tee and of the American debt fund-|

Atlanta address that post-armistice | 
loans of more than two billion dol- | 
lars were made to foreign nations | 
by the then Secretary of the acne 
ury William G. McAdoo and his suc- 
cessor, which acts were in his judg- | 
ment illegal, Mr. McAdoo became | 
enraged. 
He bluntly wired the Georgia rep- |

Mr. Crisp had said. The press as- 
sociations carried the address in 
part and quoted him correctly. The 
Constitution carried the address in 
full and published it from prepared 
manuscript.

Why are professing Christians 
so much at home in this mortal- 
ity? Why do they’ strive with 
avidity to acquire material wealth 
and why is wealth so attractive 
to such Christians? Can_ these 
things be correlative with goodness 
and pureness of heart? 


Normally-minded Christians are not 
committed to any one stereotyped 
form of saintliness, to the exclusion 
of those reasonable ways of living 
which give glory to the God of rea- 
son. 


They have the will to exist here as 
well as hereafter and maintain that 
“he who provideth not for his own is 
worse than oan_ infidel.” Western 
Christianity feels no particular sympa- 
thy with the self-imposed poverty, mor- 
tification of the body and abdication 
of all earthly pursuits which charac- 
terizes the “holy men” of India. 


In that country these practices are 
awarded the halo of sanctity and the 
devotee becomes a ward of the public. 
In this country he might have to face 
jail on charges of mendicancy and non- 
support of dependents. 

Americans are not blindly mate- 
rialistic because they insist that the 
spiritualities can be expressed in bet- 
ter ways than the deification of dirt, 
beggary and flesh maceration. Godly 
conduct and purity of soul are not 
incompatible with bathtubs, hygienics, 
scientific appliances, home comforts 
or the possession of financial means 


We are essentially a productive peo- 
ple. Our genius is indissolubly link- 
ed with enterprises which create 
wealth, and this, in turn, creates the 
twofold problem of honest methods 
for-its accumulation and just means 
for its distribution.

What Can Governor Smith Say? 

l wrote to one of the closest and

Milton C. Work, the. international. bridge authority, will 
answer your auction bridge questions. A stamped self-ad- 
dressed envelope must accompany each request for replies. 
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I believe that in Auction Bridge 
much benefit may be obtained by uot- 
ing errors which others have made, 
appreciating why they are errors, and 
determining to avoid similar pitfalls. 
At times during the auction a play- 
er has an option between two sound 
declarations, and similarly during the 
play there is often a 50-50 choice be 
tween two plays; frequently it is lit- 
tle better than a guess which would 
be the wiser, and no blame can be 
attached to the player who guesses 
wrong. But we find many who are 
prone to criticize when a Bridge bid 
or play results unfortunately, regard- 
less of whether its maker was wrong 
at the time or merely exercising an 
optional choice. Criticism based upon 
isolated results is worse than value 
less: but sound criticism, based upon 
the situation as it actually appeared, 
is most helpful.

Chemicals strong enough to dissolve 
hair are more or less irritating to the 
, skin, and so the use of a depilatory 
idoes tend to make the invisible down 
| grow coarser and visible. I think the 
{chemical preparations are more like- 
ily to do this than a razor is. Of course 
'no chemical preparation will remove 
|hair more permanently than a razor 
will. in any case. These depilatory 
nostrums, too, darken the reputation 
of the cosmetie business, for the great 
majority of them purport to destroy 
hair permanently and of course that’s 
a deliberate lie. 

| Now henna is a *comparatively 
| harmless dye. It is a stain used for 
| giving wood a mahogany tint. It is a 
‘plant or vegetable preparation from 
least India, or other oriental countries, 
| Of course the fact that it is of plant 
‘or vegetable origin doesn't. signify 
'that it isn’t poisonous or dangerous— 
opium and strychnin are of plant or 
‘vegetable origin. ' But henna is com- 
| paratively harmless as a hair dye. 
| Gosh, the startling tints some henna 
‘applications give are almost enough 
| to arouse suspicion of the power of 
the henna to do harm, but so far as 
-I can learn henna never does any se- 
rious harm when used to dye hair. 
But here again the trickiness of a 
trade that sadly needs reform mani- 
fests itself. Not afew of the cosmetic 
nostrums purporting to be “henna” 
have dangerous or irritant ingredients, 
chemical dyes, added, and there is no 
law that compels the tricksters to an- 
nounce or admit that their nostrums 
contain these jitants or poisons, and 
so, every little’ while, some one suf- 
fers very unpleasant if not disastrous 
effects from an alleged “henna” treat- 
ment of the hair, and only by inves- 
tigations in each instance is it pos- 
sible to determine that the damage 
| has been done,by the poisonous chem- 
bea. in the preparation, and not by

Ultraviolet light {not to be confus 
ed with the worthless “violet ray” 
tors) ig almost an exception to 
dictum uttered in the second para- 
graph of this article. In some cases 
of falling hair and beginning baldness 
treatment with ultraviolet does un- 
questionably improve the growth of 
the hair. In alopecia areata (spots 
of baldness) it is especially benefi- 
cial. Besides, ultraviolet light seems 
to remedy dandruff and discourage 
or destroy various parasites or bacte- 
ria that cause scalp and hair disease. 
Ultraviolet apparatus is like a two 
elged sword, and I'd hate to risk my 
bean in any such treatment unless 
the lamp were manned by a physician 
—although I'd certainly like to have ~ 
little more fuzz on the bean.

An anonymous letter started the au- 
thorities investigating the death of 
Charles Avery, Mrs. Creighton’s 
young brother. The _ investigators 
forged what they thought.was a chain 
of evidence against the couple. An 
autopsy showed, according to the 
state, that Avery had died of arsen- 
ical poisoning. Another autopsy 
showed, it was said, that Mary 
Creighton’s mother-in-law had also 
died of poisoning. 

What happened to justice? Ac- 
cording to the defendants—and the 
two juries who acquitted Mrs. Creigh- 
ton—yjustice had.made a mistake. Mrs. 
Creighton’s lawyers did not even put 
in a defense at the first trial, so weak 
was the state’s case. 

It is a good exam- 
ple of how circum- 


Creighton — Anonymous Note to 
Prosecutor Started the Probe 


It was the first intimation to the aye 


thorities of anything untoward or sus- 
picious in connection with the strange 
illness of Charles Avery. It is proba- 
ble nothing ever would have-happen- 
ed but for this letter. 

Prosecutor Bigelow’ began a quiet 
investigation. 

He learned that young Avery had 
died. He had died April 20th at his 
sister’s home. Cause of death—in- 
flammation of the mucous lining of 
the stomach and intestines. 

Both the Creightons and_ the 
Averys, the prosecutor found, came 
of what are known as “good fami- 
lies’—that is to say, they were fe- 
spectable people, highly regarded m 


stantial evidence may 
be piled up against an 
accused person. 


“Will you please 
investigate at once? 
Raymond Avery is ill 
at his sister’s home, 
359-or 363 North 7th 
street, Newark. Dr. 
Boyle is the doctor.

their communities. Bigelow learned 
that Mary Avery, comely brunette sis- 
ter of the dead youth, had been in- 
formally adopted by the Creightons in 
Newark after her own parents died, 
and that subsequently she had miar- 
ried the son of the family, John 
Creighton, Jr., a clerk in the office 
of the Public Service Production com- 
pany. 

The young couple—they were each 
24——-had a baby daughter, Ruth, and 
they were soon to have another child. 

Prosecutor Bigelow learned that 
young Mrs. Creighton’s grandparents 
had died some eight years before, 
leaving an estate estimated at $30,- 
000. The esiate had been divided 
among heirs including Mary Avery, 
her sister Helen, and her brother, 
(Charles, six years her junior. There 
was another younger child, Hilda. He 
learned also that John Creighton’s 
parents had died within a year of each 
other, leaving their estate to the son. 


Increased Mystery. 

The prosecutor decided, before go- 
ing any further, to question Dr. 
Thomas Boyle, who had not only at- 
tended Charles Avery, but Mr. and 
Mrs. Creighton in their fatal illnesses. 

Dr. Boyle’s story heightened the 
mystery if anything. 

He stated that Charles came to his 
office on April 2 and exhibited a 
‘“‘furred’’ tongue. The physician took 
for granted that it was merely a minor 
functional disturbance of the digestive 
system, prescribed mild treatment, 
and dismissed the boy. Eight days 
later Charles came again showing 
symptoms slightly aggravated. 

Still the doctor was not alarmed. 


He continued the treatment. He said 
the boy seemed merely run down. 

On April 20 Dr. Boyle saw his pa- 
tient for the third time and regarded 
him as recovered, but late the same 
day, near onto midnight, he received 
a call to come at once to the Creigh- 
ton home. 

Charles Avery was in his 
agony when the doctor arrived. 
died before the day. ended. 

“I! can’t understand it,’’? Dr. Boyle 
kept saying to himself. So puzzled 
was he by the case that he sought the 
county physician, Dr. George A. War- 
ren, and laid before him the history 
of the case, wishing to have some ad- 
vice as to the post-mortem diagnosis 


death

and Mrs. John Creighton with their two children 


which he must enter on the death cer- 
titicate. 

The two physicians concluded that 
it must have been inflammation of the 
stomach and it was so recorded. 


Sister’s Remarks. 

Dr. Boyle, on being questioned by 
the prosecutor, tried to recall every 
circumstance he could about the case. 
One detail he recalled that had im- 
pressed him at the time as merely a 
touch of grief on the part of the sis- 
ter was that Mrs. Creighton, standing 
beside her brother’s bed, just before 
he died, said: 

“I think he had a love affair. He 
must have taken something.” 

So far as could be learned, the boy 


had had no love affair and had had no 


reason whatever to take his own life. 

Prosecutor. Bigelow asked Dr. 
Boyle about the deaths of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Creighton, Sr. 

Dr. Boyle diagnosed the cause of 
death as cerebral hemorrhage induc- 
ed by ptomaine poisoning. 

On September 24, 1921, the same 
physician was called to attend Mr. 
Creighton. He found the symptoms 
the same as they had been with Mrs. 
Creighton—acute gastric  disturb- 
ances. Within twenty-four hours the 
patient was dead. The doctor’s diag- 
nosis this time stated that death had 
been caused by endocarditis, inflam- 
mation of the lining membrane of the 
héart, complicated by gastro-enteritis. 

An irritation of that sort may arise 
from a variety of causes. Dr. Boyle 
had no suspicion that it might have 
been due to some deadly poison. 

HelenAvery then contributed a few 
details. She said that on April 16 she 


and would have to undergo an oper- 
ation. Dr. Boylefwas named as the 
authority for the nature of the illness, 
Miss_Avery, who lived in Rahway, 
went to Newark, but did not go to her 
sister’s home. 

There was ill feeling between her

and Mary, she explained, because she 
had made over directly to Charles a 
small annutty arising from the estate 
of a member of the family. 

Miss Avery went to the home of a 
neighbor of the Creightons, Mrs.

Street. She learned that Mrs. Batch- 
elor had been a visitor at the Creigh- 
ton home next door during the early 
days of the boy’s illness, but that she 
had left the house for good after a 
quarrel with Mrs. Creighton. She had 
remonstrated with Mrs. Creighton be- 
cause young Avery was allowed to get 
out of bed and move about the house. 

Mrs. Batchelor was surprised to 
learn that Miss Avery had been in- 
formed that her brother had kidney 
trouble. It was news to her, she told 
Helen. 

Miss Avery got_in touch with Dr. 
Boyle. . He assured hey that he had 
found no symptoms of kidney trouble. 
He had never stated that Charles was 
suffering from any such ailment, he 
Said. 

But there was something more to 
be learned from Mrs. Batchelor. 

Chocolate Pudding. 

After the quarrel with Mrs. Creigh- 
ton, she told the prosecutor, she had 
had the opportunity to converse with 
Charles through a window. She said 
the boy complained to her that he was 
continually being fed chocolate pud- 
ding, that the stuff was distasteful to 
him, and that he knew he would be 
fed more that night. “ 

While Prosecutor Bigelow was still 
engaged on his inquiry a_ second 
anonymous note came to him. It 
read: 

“| hope you will investigate fur- 
ther the death of the young man who 
died at 359 North 7th street. The cir- 
cumstances are most peculiar. A thor- 
ough investigation should be made.” 

Another neighbor, Mrs. Alexander 
Maclaren of 263 North 5th street, told 
of something she had noticed after 
voung Charles died. Mrs. Maclaren 
was in the house when the end came. 

There was no telephone in the 
Creighton home, so Mrs. Maclaren 
offered the use of her phone. She 
accompanied Dr. Boyle to her home 
and heard him tell Wilfred Armitage, 
an undertaker of Kearney, to take 
care of the funeral but not to embalm 
the body until he heard from the 
county physician. 

Armitage did embalm the body sub- 
sequently but assured the prosecutor 
that he used no arsenic in the process. 

Still another neighbor, Mrs. Leigh 
Lundy, who lived at 357, on the ether 
side of the Creighton home, stated 
that once young Charles had quit his 
sister’s home and had started to walk 
the twenty miles to the home of Mrs. 
Ellen Brocaw, grandmother on_ his 
mother’s side.\where lived his sisters, 
Helen and Hilda. 

The Creightons set out after- the 
boy in an automobile, she said, and 
brought him back to Newark.

HERE 
nature.

is the revelation through 
The invistble is declar- 
which we see. “The 
heavens declare the 
glory of God and 
the firmament 
Sheweth his handi- 
work.”’ The vast 
universe with its 
laws and forces is 
an expression of su- 
perhuman _ intelli- 
gence. In our own 
age, geology with 
its proof of the long 
lapse of time, as- 
tronomy with its 
telescope and _ its 
unveiling of the 
, vastness of cCrea- 
tion, and the perfect order of innum- 
erable worlds, the scientists with the 
microscope, which shows us that there 
Is the mark of divine power on the 
infinitesimal as truly as on the infin- 
ite; all of these amount to a new 
revelation of divine greatness, and 
call for an enlarged conception of 
God. 

But while nature contributes to a 
knowledge of God, it cannot give us 
a revelation of the perfect character 
of God. A revelation of power and 
wisdom is not a sufficient basis for 
religion. The scientific knowledge of 
nature has revealed many aspects of 
evil as well as of good. Nature at 
times appears more cruel than bene- 
ficient. If at one time she appears

children. Man looks out upon “na- 
ture red in tooth and claw,” and the 
world appears to him as a _ great 
Slaughter house. 1 am confident that 
if we could understand and rightly in- 
terpret, we would find at the very 
heart of nature a spiritual purpose, 
and the promise of ultimate triumph 
for the good. But nevertheless on 
account of man’s misunderstanding 
of nature, apart from any other reve- 
lation, it is more than doubtful 
whether man would continue theistic. 

Man comes to an understanding of 
the divinitv in-nature as he interprets 
nature in-the light of the revelation 
in man and the revelation of the Son 
of Man. It is only then that we are 
able with the writer of the Apocalypse 
to look out on nature and see “An 
angel standing in the sun.” 

We have happily gotten away from 
the former conception that all ma- 
terial existence is but a blot on the 
fair face of the spiritual world, and 
that nature is the playground of the 
devil. It was held that since nature 
was cursed for man’s sake, any study 
of nature only brought man_ into 
closer contact with Satan. It is strange 
that men could have fallen into a 
contempt for nature since Jesus lived 
in our world. He saw God in the 
beauty of flowers and in the flight of 
birds. He saw God in the sunlight 
that falls on the evil and the good 
and in the rain that falls on the just 
and unjust. By His parables Jesus 
teaches the profound truth that the 
same laws of God that are in the 
realm of the spiritual are also pres- 
ent in the physical. In the parable 
of the Sower it is shown that the laws 
of the soil and laws of the soul are 
essentially the same. To the mind 


of Jesus, all nature was the garment 
of God. God dwells in nature as the 
spirit of man dwells in the flesh. The 
great writers of the Old Testament 
held nature in the same reverence as 
the dwelling place of God. A recent 
writer gives this interpretation of 
these ancient seers: 

“The first half of the nineteenth 
psalm expresses this primary idea of 
God as gloriously manifested in the 
sunlit sky to the worhiper and in the 
second half of the psalm declares the 
preciousness to him of God’s spiritual 
law and testimony. Psalm 139:5 em- 
phasizes the same thought. Watts 
versifies it: 


“Within Thy circling power I stand; 
On every side I find Thy hand. 
Awake, asleep, at home, abroad, 
l am surrounded still with God.” 


‘These spiritual seers tn Israel teach 
Christians the sacramental value and 
Significance of nature, as the sign and 
symbol of the indwelling presence of 
its Creator, to be realized religiously 
in daily consciousness. 

“What is the employ for the 
world’s work of the powers of na- 
ture. wind, steam, electricity—but the 
employ of God in nature as our fel- 
low workman, while also our law- 
giver, penalizing every misuse or 
neglect of nature’s laws? What of 
sunrise and sunset, so undivine to mul- 
titudes but to the thoughtful how sig- 
nificant of the agency of the world’s 
Creator is its daily rolling us into the 
life-giving sunlight, and out of it to 
recruit our spent energies in the 
Slumberous night. What also of the 
changing seasons, as the ‘‘Fixed 
stars’? of summer and winter, appar-

small details sometimes mean a great 

deal. One can never tell just which 

small detail may be the key, or lead 

to the finding of the key, to the riddle. 
Life Insurance. 

Prosecutor Bigelow in his metic- 
ulous hunt for evidence learned also 
that on January 9, 1922, Charles 
Avery had taken out a twenty-pay- 
ment life insurance policy at the 
Bloomfield effice of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance company. The bene- 
ficiary was named in the policy as 
Mrs. Mary Creighton. 

In the meanwhile the prosecutor 
had obtained an order for the exhu- 
mation of the body. Upon the analy- 
sis of the dead boy’s organs would de- 
pend everything now. If the body 
failed to show traces of poison, then 
the investigation would have to fall 
through, and all the small details the 
prosecutor had uncovered would have 
to be set down as nothing more than 
incidences. 

Dr. Harrison Martland, pathologist 
of the Newark City hospital, perform- 
ed the autopsy and removed the vis- 
cera—that is, the internal organs— 
which he turned over to Dr. Albert E. 
Edel, head of a laboratory. 

Dr. Edel reported that he found 
arsenic in many of the vital organs. 

So. Here was another detail. It 
was not regarded as small. In fact, 
Prosecutor Bigelow seemed to think 
that Jersey justice now had a rather 
conclusive case of murder against 
pretty Mary Creighton. 

It was his theory that Charles 
Avery’s death was brought about by 
feeding him doses of Fowler’s solu- 
tion, a ‘preparation of potassium 
arsenate readily obtainable in any 
drug store by women to clear their 
complexion. 

Medical experts declared that a tea- 
spoonful of the solution fed to the boy 
each day would have killed him in ten 
days. 

Three physicians on the Essex 
county grand jury told their fellow 
jurors that chocolate pudding would 
have been an ideal neutral for the ad- 
ministration of an arsenic prepara- 
tion, or even for the crude drug. 

Two Indicted. 

The grand jury indicted Mary 
Creighton and her husband and on 
May 12, with the woman scheduled 
to become a mother again within a 
few days, detectives called at the 
house and told them they were under 
arrest. 
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The couple was arraigned before 
Judge Edwin Caffrey. When Assist- 
ant District Attorney J. Victor D’Aloia 
read the indictment to them and ask- 
ed them how they wished to plead, 
Creighton, mastering his emotion 
with difficulty, said that he ‘didn’t 
know anything about it.” 

His wife, in a voice barely audible 
said, ‘‘l didn’t.” 

To a friend who called at the jail 
Mrs. Creighton said that she didn’t 
know what she was supposed to have 
done. 

“Oh I know that I’m charged with 
his death,”’ she said. ‘‘All I know is 
that-he was taken sick. He was sick 
about ten days. He had lived with us 
two years. The night he died the 
doctor had said he was all right. 

“Charles couldn’t seem to hold a 
job. k made him promise to work 
steadv and I promised that if he would 
[ would take out a policy for him. I 
know people talked and said I didn’t 
treat him well, but I couldn’t buy $45 
suits for him when he wasn’t work- 
ing.” 

Mrs. Creighton was removed to the 
city hospital almost immediately aad 
a son was born to her there on May 
17. The indicted woman was re- 
ported as well despite the fearful cir- 
cumstances surrounding the birth. 

Another Analysis. 

On the same day experts began an 
analy sis of the vital organs of Creigh- 
ton’s father and mother, whose bodies 
had been exhumed. 

The suspicion was not stopping 
with these deaths. It was stated that 
Mary Creightons’ grandparents and 
two aunts had, before they died, man- 
ifested the inability to hold food— 
the same circumstance,that Dr. Boyle 
had observed in the case of young 
Avery.

In answer to a question, asked by 
Colonel Vickers, Dr. Martland, who 
had examined the internal organs, 
stated that the change which might 
have been due to arsenic poisoning 
was consistent with acute gastro- 
entrocolitis. D’Aloia then asked 
whether there would be a residue of 
arsenic, similar to that found in the 
body of young Avery, if death was 
from natural Causes. 

Dr. Martland replied that 
would not, but that arsenic 
produce gastro-entrocolitis.

For 
1 can tell you to paint blue tile roofs and brick 
red houses and green trees and a blue or yellow 
sky but when it comes to movement and to large 
bodies of people doing certain things like going 
or siiting or running. away, then I have to leave 
you to your own instincts. 


There may be those who claim that even 
such things can be learned out of a little book, 
but | doubt it. It is like telling a man, in black 
and white, how to become a great fiddler. It 
just can’t be done. 


HE town of Bruges is so quiet 
that one can almost hear the 
fishes swim in the old and de- 
serted city moats. 

Eight hundred years ago it 
was one of the most turbulent sports on 
the face of the globe. And those who 
complain about the many difficulties we 
experience in the field of labor should 
study the history of Bruges during the 
middle ages. It would convince them 
that they live in a paradise. 


For this city was during the 
eleventh and twelfth centuries and dur- 
ing part of the thirteenth too the center 
of the woolen industry of -the world. 
The wool was grown in England, was 
then taken across the North Sea to 
Flanders and in the Flemish cities of 
Bruges and Ghent was worked into 
those warm materials of dress which 
were so indispensible in those days be- 
fore the general introduction of win- 
dow panes and the invention of stoves. 


This meant that Bruges was a city that 
had to be treated with respect by her neigh- 
bors for not only were the burghers very rich 
but like Venico (which had a monoply of 

salt) they manufactured something which 
everybody needed and therefore had these 
customers at its mercy. 


The working men.in the cloth factories 


knew this and acted accordingly. Strikes 
and lock-outs were the order of the day. It 
was a time when wage disputes were settled 
without benefit of the courts. And the tur- 
bulent masses of wool carders and cloth 
makers was frequently guilty of such terrible 
outbreaks of unreasoning fury that they de- 
stroyed some of their most devoted leaders 
for no other reason than a momentary flash 
of. distrust and suspicion. 


Upon other occasions, however, these 
same men could be capable of the most sub- 
lime sacrifices for the common good of their 
beloved city. More than once they utterly 
routed the armies of the kings of France 
who forever were trying to get possession 
of the rich town of Bruges. 


Upon other occasions they did not fare 
so well and then the triumphant invader col- 
lected a few dozen of the defeated leaders 
and with all due ceremony threw them from 
the top of this belfry to be smashed to death 
on the heavy cobble stones of the market 
place. 

But in the end the illogical forces of 
nature were responsible for the city’s ruin. 
The harbor was filled with-sand. The peo- 
ple of Bruges fought this new enemy as 
bravely as they had defied the older ones. 
They dug canals. They built new ports.

Whether you need a camp ham- 
mock or one for the yard back of the 
house, the slat hammock shown will 
be easy to make and is really com- 
fortable when padded with an old 
quilt. 

To make it you will need from 10 
to 16 half-inch by two-inch straight- 
grara pine slats 30 inches long, some 
pliable, tough wire, some rope, and 
two ison rings. Lay out the wire in 
four parallel lines, each line consisting 
of two strands of wire. Slide the slats 
between each strand and space them 
not. more than 6 inches apart. Now 
with a large nail er one handle of a 
pair of pliers twist the wire between

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each slat tightly, as shown in the de- 
tail. This process holds the siats 
tightly. Continue this until all the 
slats have been placed. If possible, 
use hard wood slats at each end, as 
those receive the greatest strain. 

Connect the end slats with four 
ropes which all run to the iron rings 
and are tied tightly. These rings are 
fastened to hooks on the porch or tied 
betweea two trees in the yard with 
larger ropes. 

An ordinary blanket, folded once 
lengthwise, will make a good covering. 
If desired, you can cover the blanket 
and hammock with oiled cloth so wet 
weather won't injure it.
